Skater Shoots, Kills Husband 
Who Guided Her to Stardom 


MINEOLA, N. Y. (AP)—A for- 
mer roller-rink ballerina was ar- 
rested Tuesday in the shotgun 
slaying of her husband. He was 
the man who got her back on her 
feet and made her a star on 
skates after polio paralyzed her. 


The victim of the early morn- 
ing shooting was Earl Van Horn, 
62, internationally known roller- 
skating champion of the 1920s and 
1930s. He was ‘suffering from 
cancer. 


Held as his slayer was his sec- 
ond wife, Jean, 35. In order to 
marry her some years ago, Van 
Horn divorced his first wife, Inez, 
with whom he had teamed on 
skates during his rise to promi- 
nence. 


Van Horn met his second wife 
after her doctor advised exercise 


for her polio-paralyzed limbs. 
Van Horn induced her to take up 
skating at the rink he operated 
here. Under his tutelage, she 
achieved prominence as a dancer 
on skates. 


Police said Mrs. Van Horn had 
been under psychiatric care re- 
cently for mental blackouts. 

Detective Chief Stuyvesant Pin- 
nel added: ‘‘She is in custody but 
there seems to be a medical back- 
ground we will have to explore.” 


Mrs. Van Horn was booked on 
a first-degree murder charge, 
punishable in New York by death 
in the electric chair.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. —A| 
Security Council subcommittee of 
inquiry has found evidence that 
the Communist government of 
North Viet Nam supplied small 
arms and uniforms to Communist 
rebels in Laos. 


According to authoritative 
sources, however, the subcommit- 
tee did not find organized mili- 
tary forces of North Viet Nam 
had been fighting in Laos, as 
charged by the Laotian govern- 
ment. 


These sources said the subcom- 
mittee, established Sept. 8, did 
not find proof during its stay in 
Laos that any North Viet Namese 
had been involved in the fighting. 
The four members of the sub-

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What Is the Truth 
About Space Lag? 


Maj. Gen. John B. Medaris, chief of 
the Army Ordnance Missile Command, 
again has focused national attention on 
the lag in the U.S. rockets and space 
program. 

While he denies his decision to retire 
is motivated entirely by his dissatisfac- 
tion with “feet dragging” in the space 
program, his chief scientist, Wernher 
von Braun, disagrees. Von Braun, who 
heads a team of German and American 
scientists working on space projects at 
the Army Ordnance Center at Hunts- 
ville, Ala., says a “crash” program is 
necessary to develop the 1,500,000-pound- 
thrust Saturn rocket. 

At the present rate of development, 
Von Braun declares, we cannot equal the 
Soviet space efforts but must be pre- 
pared for more humiliating experiences 
and psychological defeats. 

Basic to the argument, of course, is 
the fact that the United States does have 
the capacity to catch up but refuses to 
spend the necessary funds in view of the 
heavy cost of the over-all defense pro- 
gram. In trying to achieve a “balanced” 
defense capability, the space projects 
have a lower priority. 

This lower priority plus the continued 
disputes between the services about who 
does what has brought on this newest 
uproar. All facts seem to indicate that 
a reexamination of our rockets and 
space program is in order. Medaris’ de- 
cision to retire is but a symptom. of 
deeper trouble. The Pentagon, the ad- 
ministration and Congress must straight- 
en it out. 

Meanwhile, Georgia’s Sen. Russell, 
chairman of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, expressed the anxiety of 
many people in his address dedicating 
the new federal building Monday at 
Brunswick. 

He is greatly concerned by our fail- 
ure to close the gap with the Soviet 
Union in space exploration. He is dis- 
turbed by the strange apathy of Wash- 
ington as we seem to fall further behind. 

Sen. Russell does not share this 
apathy and rejects the idea that the Sen- 
ate has been remiss in giving the ad- 
ministration the authority and funds it 
reeds. He charges a lack of vision and 
leadership in being willing to accept 
“Second best.” 

“Second best,” indeed, is not enough. 
We can and must meet the challenge of 
the space age. If Medaris helps us shed 
sOme of our apathy, he will have per- 
fermed a great service.

Police Get New Home; 
What About Viaducts? 


News that the Atlanta Police Depart- 
ment finally is moving into its splendid 
new quarters on Decatur street should 
give the entire city a feeling of satisfac- 
tion. The outmoded old headquarters 
long ago outgrew the demands of a po- 
lice department of a city this size. 

It is, of course, part of a general plan 
for gradual modernization and expan- 
sion of law enforcement brought on by 
the city’s growth. It should improve 
efficiency and over-all effectiveness of 
the department’s work. It deserved the 
priority it received in the public works 
program under the joint bond issue. 

' We are reminded again that Atlanta 
and Fulton County have under construc- 
tion, planned or completed, the biggest 
public works program in their history. 
Streets, sewers, public buildings, air- 
ports and other projects running into the 
Millions are in progress. The fact that 
we never seem to catch up with growth 
is part of the dynamics of the com- 
munity. 

Two major bond projects which are 
held up—for how long no one knows— 
are the Hunter street and Techwood 
viaducts. Because of disputes with the 
Southern Railway, the Atlanta Termi- 
nal Co. and the Central of Georgia, city 
and county have had to resort to con- 
demnation proceedings. These roadblocks, 
tOo, will be cleared and our march into 
the future continued.

School Bus Safety Is 
A Task for Everybody 


School buses are mass transportation. 
Furthermore, it is transportation of 
masses for whom we have great concern. 

The safety of Georgia’s thousands of 
children is the prime objective. 

* The objective will not be attained, as 
hes been suggested, merely by jailing 
drivers who fail to stop for a bus loading 
or unloading. 

- The careless motorist should be se- 
Verely penalized for his dereliction. 

* But there is an obligation, too, on 
sehool administrators to see that bus 
drivers are physically and mentally 

lified. 

Georgia administrators have been ap- 

ing a hard, fast rule on that point. 

policy of close screening has aroused 


the ire of some politicians who feel that 


bus driving should be a reward for 
fidelity to party or to faction. 

The state’s action toward removing 
unsafe drivers has the backing of safety 
specialists. It should have the strong 
support of every citizen. 

Beyond that, the driver and the route 
planner must see that school bus stops 
are arranged logically and safely. 

The school bus should not have to 
stop in the middle of the road, where it 
can be screened from view by heavy ve- 
hicles which stack up behind it. Pull- 
offs should be arranged for pickups off 
the highway, with warning signs posted 
far enough back down the road to give 
the motorist a fair chance to stop. 

Saying that the motorist who dis- 
obeys the “School Bus Stop” law should 
be jailed is only a beginning. 

The real challenge is for school boards, 
administrators, bus drivers, highway en- 
gineers and young people to cooperate in 
solving the problem, which has many 
facets.

Ludowici Again Draws 


Complaints of Motorists 


A sure sign that the Florida tourist 
season is under way is reflected in com- 
plaints about traffic enforcement at 
Ludowici. 

The main point of contention at 
present involves a traffic light. Engi- 
neers report it flashes to green for 10 
seconds. Tourists claim they are caught 
in its quick change to amber and red, 
then fined. 

At any rate, the situation has at- 
tracted unfavorable national publicity. 
The American Automobile Assn. is 
threatening to reroute its members if 
complaints continue. 

If this were the first time Ludowici 
had been under fire for its. traffic- 
handling tactics, there would be more 
sympathy for its enforcement problems. 
But the town seems to be a perennial 
thorn in the path of motorists. 

Ludowici and state officials are ex- 
pected to discuss the matter next week. 
It would be to the best interests of the 
town as well as the rest of the state for 
a solution to be worked out that will be 
fair to motorists and at the same time 
retain necessary safety precautions. 

While the state and all municipalities 
have serious responsibilities in establish- 
ing and enforcing traffic laws, unrealistic 
methods breed contempt rather than re- 
spect. In the case of tourists, it merely 
drives them to other states where they 
spend money that otherwise would be 
spent in Georgia. 

In practically all such _ instances, 
Georgia can charge its losses to the evils 
of the fee system.

Cases in State Probe 
Merit Courts’ Priority 


Sol. Gen. Paul Webb’s announce- 
ment that he hopes to try all cases 
stemming from Fulton County's probe of 
state government before the end of the 
year is welcome indeed.

Some of the trials are expected to 
be relatively lengthy, which points to an 
exceptionally busy two months in Fulton 
courts. 

Be that as it may, the public inter- 
est will best be served by bringing any 
and all cases involving public officials, 
past or present, promptly to trial.

Indianapolis Officials 
May Use ‘Small Cars’ 


The “small car” movement 
reached the city hall in Indianapolis. 

The mayor there, Charles G. Bos- 
well, favors the economy-size automo- 
bile for public servants.

What he says not only makes good 
politics but it makes good sense.

Pulse of the Public 


Prison Editor Attributes High Crime Rate 
To Omission of Proper Religious Training 


Hawkinsville—Today our news- 
papers and magazines are filled 
with many diverse opinions in re- 
gard to crime and juvenile de- 
linquency. The modern trend is 
to list the “‘causes”’ in which we 
associate and contribute to the 
pattern of antisocial and criminal 
behavior, broken homes, lack of 
parental love, excitement, etc. 
But the most significant of all 
is invariably omitted, the lack 
of religious instruction in and 
during adolescence. 


We are aware, had all of us 
been able to live up to our faith 
and practiced our religious doc- 
trines in full, the chances of a 
prison sentence would have been 
extremely remote. 

Our present-clay customs, 
mores, laws, and moral standards 
present a formidable mass of con- 
trol. Often times a person cannot 
fit into society’s complex system 
of social control without under- 
going a tremendous amount of 
stress. 

Often times a person living in 
constant stress, without the guid- 
ance and direction of God, will 
resort to an indulgence in liquor 
and other evils and vices which 
results in a prison sentence. With 
the absence of Supreme guidance 
we are unable to socialize and to 
withstand and cope with the 
pressing stresses and anxieties of 
society. Our intentions were good 
in some cases but without the 
guidance of God we lacked the 
determination and ability to ex- 
ecute them. 

Pour religion to prisons and in 
return they will release to society 
better men and women.

Monitors of Teamsters Are 


On Firmer Ground Now 


The orderly processes of the law are finally catching up with 
James R. Hoffa. The United States Supreme Court has declined to 
permit him to shake free of the Board of Monitors appointed by a 
lower court to oversee the affairs of the Teamsters union. 


What the high court did was to 
refuse to review a lower court 
order barring the union from 
holding a convention and keeping 
in office the monitor board named 
by U.S. District Judge F. Dickin- 
son Letts. Judge Letts had 
charged the monitors with respon- 
sibility for cleaning up the union. 
In effect he put Hoffa & Co. into 
a virtual receivership. The Su- 
preme Court has now refused to 
overrule him. 


The monitors had bea forced 
to mark time to a considerable 
extent while the union's appeal 
went through the federal courts. 
But now that the board’s ex- 
istence has been confirmed it 
ought to feel free to take more 
aggressive stens toward bringing 
honest and responsible unionism 
to Hoffa’s empire. 


Whatever happens to Hoffa and 
the palace guard around him, 
there is a need to change the 
union’s operating rules which now 
are rigged in favor of the union 
hierarchy. Among them is the 
rule that makes members _ineli- 
gible to vote or run for office if 
arn employer fails to turn over 
their checked-off dues within a 
given period. Many of those who 
voted for Hoffa's election are be- 
lieved to have been ineligible to 
vote at the time, but in their case 
this was. conveniently over- 


looked: the rule is said to have 
been applied only when it could 
be employed to blackjack dissi- 
dent elements in the union. 

It may take a terrific battle to 
oust Hoffa and his cronies from 
their posts of power, or to inject 
democratic safeguards into the 
rules by which the Hoffas hold 
office. No doubt there will be 
enough court battles to occupy 
the whole army of lawyers that 
the Teamster treasury is paying 
for. But the Supreme Court’s de- 
cision in this case has bolstered 
the monitors’ authority. Let them 
now vigorously use it.

Political Vacuum 


Follows Peace Bid 


WASHINGTON — Fateful changes in high 
foreign policy are taking place in an almost 
total absence of public discussion among the 


politicians. Such a national ‘‘debate’” now going on officially is more 
a series of whispers than of roars. With isolated exceptions, critical 
examination of the Eisenhower administration’s turn to negotiations 


with the Russians is nonexistent. 

Most Republicans seem _ sin- 
cerely to approve. But approve 
or not—and many privately do 
not—they are stuck with the pol- 
icy because the head of their 
party has made it. 


The Democrats generally are 
stuck with it, too, for different 
reasons. Within the Democratic 
Party there is actually a very 
wide anxiety about the Eisenhow- 
er-Khrushchev exchanges. But 
here, too, there is nothing re- 
motely approaching an open and 
full-throated questioning. 

In plain fact the Democratic 
opposition cannot responsibly 
now oppose. First, it has too lit- 
tle real information fo risk mak- 
ing major judgments. Only polit- 
ical juveniles are willing to op- 
pose in such an area simply for 
the sake of opposing. Second, re- 
cent excesses of opposition, like 
that indulged by many Republi- 
cans in the Korean War, have 
taught responsible politicians to 
think twice before rocking the 
boat. 

Whether we are wise in dealing 
with the Russians, or whether we 
are courting disaster, only time 
can tell. One thing, however, is 
clear: Never before in our his- 
tory have so few leaders under- 
taken so much in the face of a 
public able to know so little about 
it all.

Blind Person Saw 
What Many Miss 


A man who is totally blind has opened my 
eyes to things I have never seen before. 
talking candidly with this blind man. I was trying 


—at the earliest—until a new ad- 
ministration and a new Congress 
have been installed in January 
of 1961. 

Nobody in the 1960 election 
campaign can or will run against 
“peace."” Therefore, there is a 
strange vacuum. To fill this void 
is impossible in present circum- 
stances. But the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee is trying in 
a wholly bipartisan way to do at 
least something about it. 

The committee is sponsoring 15 
major objective and nonpolitical 
studies of world affairs at a cost 
of $300,000. The work is being 
done by scholars in the universi- 
ties and foundations who are not 
running for office and not run- 
ning anybody else for office. 

One of these studies, which the 
Foreign Relations Committee it- 
self in due time will either en- 
dorse or reject, makes somber 
reading. It was conducted by the 
Foreign Policy Research Institute 
at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Ironically these academic peo- 
ple speak much the same lan- 
guage once spoken by the poli- 
ticians. It is the academics who 
are now the most worried about 
the possibility of appeasement. 
They urgently recommend more 
rather than less military strength 
in the Western alliance; more 
rather than less suspicion of what 
they flatly call “Soviet blandish- 
ment and blackmail.”

For Moscow Soon. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (AP) 
—A high-level Brazilian mission 
to Moscow will leave late next 
month to discuss renewal of trade 
relations that were interrupted 
more than 12 years ago. 


The Soviet Union has been try- 
ing to edge back into the Brazilian 
market by dangling an offer to 
buy substantial coffee surpluses. 


In exchange, the Soviet Union 
wants to sell petroleum here. Bra- 
zil’s oil monopoly produces only a 
fraction of what the country 


Purchases of supplementary oil 
supplies in Venezuela, the United 
States and other hard currency 
countries have caused a serious 
foreign exchange deficit. This year 
the deficit will reach $175 to $200 
million. 


A favorable deal with the Soviet 
Union could wipe out most of the 
deficit. 


Foreign Minister Horacio Lafer 
said he personally arranged the 
trade talks in conversations with 
Polish diplomats. Brazil has dip- 
lomatic relations with Poland but 
not with the Soviet Union. 

The decision to begin trade talks 
represents a major change in the 


policy of President Kubitschek. A

The steel strike which may 
bare the cupboards in many 
Georgia homes is reaping the 
wrath of homemakers. 


Georgia women directly af- 
fected by the current national 
crisis are, for the most part, 
far more outspoken than their 
husbands in the face of the 
curtailment of the family in- 
come. 


Attitudes of wives of General 
Motors employes who were 
among the nearly 3,000 “‘laid 
off’’ this week because of the 
shortage of supplies as a re- 
sult of the steel strike, range 
from mildly worried to extreme- 
ly bitter. Most of the women 
show more concern and less 
hope for an early back-to-work 
move than do their husbands. 
And they express far less sym- 
pathy for the steel industry's 
strikers. 


“IT might feel better about it,” 
declared a mother of four 
youngsters, “if this were OUR 
strike. But my husband has 
been ‘furloughed’ because of 
other men’s gripes. It just does 
not seem fair that any industry 
should make others pay the bill 
for its benefits. But that’s 
what’s happening to us.” 


“The issues of the steel 
strike,’ a neighbor added bit- 
terly, ‘“‘don’t seem nearly as 
important as the hard-rock fact 
that my husband is out of work 
through no fault of his own. 
Or even his company. WE'RE 
not on strike. But we're paying 
er x. 

However, several others 
voiced opinions in complete 
agreement with their husbands, 
that the current work stoppage 
is just “‘a regular part of any 
industry.”’

might affect other plants and 
companies just as the steel 
strike is affecting us now. 
About all we can do is hope 
they will all be back to work 
soon.” 


The majority of the men are 
much more optimistic about 
the chances of returning to 
work before a serious family 
financial problem arises. 


‘‘My husband tells me there's 
nothing to worry about,’ one 
wife reported. “He doesn’t 
think they will be out of work 
long. I wish I could be as sure! 


“We've been puttings things 
on lay-a-way at several stores 
for weeks now, getting ready 
For Christmas But now we 
don't even know if we'll have 
a Christmas.” 

One wife told The Constitu- 
tion she was already preparing 
her children ‘‘not to expect 
much” when Santa visits this 
year. 

“Even a couple of weeks of 
no work will hurt more than 
you can imagine,” she de- 
clared. 


Gloom and tension have been 
unwelcome guests at the homes 
of many of the workers for 
weeks. 


“There’s been so much talk 
of a lay-off,”’ one Atlantan as- 
serted, “it was almost a relief 
when my husband came in to 
say it had happened. At least 
we know definitely now. Not 
knowing has had our nerves 
on edge since we heard the 
first rumor of a work stop- 
page. My husband and I have 


had more arguments in the 
past two weeks than we’ve had 
in the two years we've been 
married, just because we're 
both so worried.”’ 


Another commented that only 
her husband’s sense of humor 
has saved their good family re- 
lations. 


“When he said he wouldn't 
be working for awhile,”’ she 
revealed, ‘he told me it could 
be worse—at least now we'd 
have a good excuse to postpone 
the visits of a couple of my 
relatives.” 


Despite rumors that have 
been flying ‘‘for a long time,” 
most of the wives agree ‘no 
one was really prepared for 
this.” 


But most families do have 
some plans: While their hus- 
bands line up at the unemploy- 
ment office, the wives are 
scouting around for jobs. 


“The men won't be able to 
get work somewhere else,”’ one 
explained. ‘‘So we'll just swap 
duties. My husband will stay 
home, and I'll go to work.”
